In lite m eantim e Mr. Glynn dabbled 
in politics. 
II*' w as born not far from 
th e birthplace of M artin Van Buren 
and of Samuel J. Tilden, and he be­ 
cam e a Dem ocrat.

tw enty-six years old he w as elected a 
representative in congress from tin*
